4. As to claim 1, Schaeffer teaches an apparatus that comprises a sealed reservoir (> (see 
figure 4 and column

6. As to claim 16, SchaefFer teaches an apparatus wherein the reservoir includes a volume 
of dry powdered medicament (see column 3 lines 25-45), 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 3-15 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. Hie prior art does not teach a reservoir that includes a 
collapsible bellows adapted to increase pressure within flie interior of the reservoir upon being 
collapsed, when the pressure relief port is sealed. The pripr art also does not teach a cup 
assembly that includes a cup received m
